The  Trail  Smoke  Eaters  (12-9-1-0)  make  their  only  visit  of  the  year  to  Wenatchee. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  is  the  fourth  meeting  all-time.  Last  year,  the  Wild  claimed  a 3-1  win  over 
Trail  at  the  BCHL  Showcase,  and  Trail  won  the  other  two  games  each  by  a 4-2  score. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Brendan  Harris  continues  to  lead  both  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  with  41 
points  (lOg,  31a),  while  Charlie  Combs  leads  the  BCHL  with  24  goals.  Slava  Demin  leads 
Wenatchee  defense  with  12  points  (4g,  8a).  Trail  is  led  up  front  by  Luke  Santerno  (16g,  18a)  and 
Kale  Howarth  (14g,  17a).  Mitchell  Stapley's  15  assists  leads  the  defensive  corps. 

BIG  GUNS:  The  top  4 scorers  in  the  BCHL  will  be  on  display  tonight,  with  Brendan  Harris  (41  pts) 
and  Charlie  Combs  (35  pts)  in  the  top  2 slots,  and  Luke  Santerno  (34  pts)  and  Kale  Howarth  (31 
pts). 

HOME  COOKIN':  The  Wild  continue  to  enjoy  playing  at  the  Town  Toyota  Center  this  season, 
posting  a record  of  8-0-0,  outscoring  opponents  by  a total  of  53-13. 

RAPID  FIRE:  The  Wild  have  outshot  every  opponent  this  season.  Wenatchee  also  leads  the  BCHL 
in  average  shots  on  goal  per  game  (44.05)  and  fewest  shots  allowed  (20.42). 

MOVING  ON:  Next  week  the  Wild  play  four  games  in  five  nights  on  the  road,  visiting  Chilliwack, 
Merritt,  West  Kelowna,  and  Salmon  Arm.  Trail  also  has  a busy  road  weekend  on  the  island  with 
stops  in  Powell  River,  Alberni  Valley,  and  Victoria. 

THIS  WEEK:  Wenatchee  won  their  sixth  straight  game,  defeating  Langley  on  the  road  Thursday 
night.  The  Smoke  Eaters  picked  up  a pair  of  home  wins,  over  Salmon  Arm  on  Tuesday  and  West 
Kelowna  on  Thursday.
